A STINGING REPLY 


Allianceman to Charges Brought 
Against Him. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 13.—{Special.}— 
About two weeks ago The American published 
a lengthy article charging President John H. 
McDowell, of the state alliance, and coal gil 
inspector at Nashville, with having, while in 
Arkausas, in 1871 to 1876, m socially with 
negroes, served as a dep@ty under a negro 
clerk, passed as a republican on the republican 
ticket and having been guilty of working up 
frivolous cases while a magistrate. 

The charges were backed by about fifty 
statements of Desha county citizens. 

Mr. McDowell’s reply is published here to- 
day accompanied by sworn statements of over 
fifty prominent citizens, including two min- 
isters. 

He charges that The American’s witnesses 
hate him because he vomdemned their im-. 
moral lives. He then enters intothe cause of 
the chatges being brought and “Says that the 
milk in the cocoanut is that the order has 
gone forth that the alliance must be.destroyed. 
The plan, he says, is to fight the alliance 
through him as its president, t bring’ the 
order into disrepute by destroying h 

McDowell then comes to the charges. He 
claims tohave never been deputy; under a 
negro clerk, but, as was common im recon- 
struction days in the south, was one of the 
bondsmen for a negro clerk, and chose the 
deputy who ran the office. He offers affida- 
vits to show that his docket shows fees of less 
than one thousand dollars. 

As to.his being a member of the Loyal 

League, he offers affidavits that there was. no 
such organization in the county. The matter 
makes fourteen columns, and the affidavits 
are not only denials that the parties made the 
published charge, but state that McDowell 
was a democrat and an upright Christian citi- 
zen. 
It is charged that the witnesses ‘were 
offended at him because of his honest adminis- 
tration of law while justice of the peace. The 
character of a number of The American’s 
witnesses is gimpeached, and in his 
summary he speaks oof . them as 
aotoriously wicked adulterers, drunkards, 
murderérs, keepers of Sunday gambling hells, 
and a few other men of better character, who 
have been misled by the frequent misrepresen- 
tations of the former class, ‘‘whojhate me be- 
cause I condemned their immoral lives when I 
lived among them.”’

} Zhey Are Bound Over by Commissioner Er- 


ae win inthe Sum of $500 Each. 
13.—(Special.}~The case of 
the United States versus Smith and Story, of 
Worth county, charged with counterfeiting, was 
tried this morning by United States Commissioner 
Erwin, 
The result of this case has been watched with 
great interest by the people of this city, and it 
— a surprise to most of them that it ended as it 


The evidence which was brought before the 
court was not sufficient to convict them under 
section 6457 of the revised statutes, the section 
under which the were arrested, and 
which provides that no man can  0be 
convicted of counterfeiting unless evidence 
is produced which would proye that he had in his 
possession, passe«t or made counterfeit coins,; but 
they were bound over under section 5440. 

This section provides that if the evidence is in- 
sufficient to give rise to asuspicion that the de- 
fendant or defendants are guilty of conspiring to 
defraud the government they sigall be bound over. 
The evidence in this case, while entirely 
circumstantial, was such as to cause grave sus- 
ae goer that they had not only conspired together, 

ut had also sconspired with others, who were not 
on trial, to make and dispose of counterfeit 
coins. The evidence showed that a great number 
of these illicit coins were in circulation 
in that section of the state, all 
bearin the same date as a mould 
found in the ssion of one of them. 

This and other circumstances all went to prove 
that they were engaged in a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the goverpment, soin view of this fact, the 
commissioner bound them over in the sum of 
$500 each.

| {HE WAY IN WHICH THE ARDENT 
- & WILL BE HANDLED 


Jn the Classic City—An Interesting Piece of 
Legisiation That Proposes to Throttle 
Barrooms and /Blind Tigers. 


Aruens, Ga., July 13.—[Special.}—The in- 
‘%erest throughout the state over the prohibi- 
tion contest in this city has been very intense,

mer in which liquor is to be restricted in the 

lassic City. 

yg vn wate the site of the University of 
Georgia, causes many people all over the state 
to eagerly watch for any news upon the subject 
of restricting the sale of liquor in its limits, 
and again Athens is the largest city in the 
state in which prohibition prevails. 

The late contest in Clarke was brought 
about by the anti-prohibitionists filing a peti- 
tion signed by a majority of the qualified 
voters of the county, calling an election on the 
subject. 

They were organized against the blind tiger 
and prohibition as it stood. The prohibition- 
ists realizing that the blind tiger was to & Con- 
siderable degree rampant, and knowing the 
evil results attendant upon barrooms, put in 
their platform the dispensary plank, and fight- 
ing along this line went to victory. 

WHAT THE DISPENSARY IS. 

The committee of prohibitionists, consisting 
ot Messrs. Andrew J. Cobb, George C. 
Thomas and Henry C. Tuck, have drafted the 
dispensary bill, and it will be introduced into 
the house next week by Mr. Morton, of Clarke. 
Among the two factions, there aresome who 
oppose the bill, but they are badly in the 
minority. The vast bulk of each party is in 
favor of passing the bill and giving the dis- 
pensary a fair trial. Some of the prohis swal- 
lowed the bill with a wry face, and some of 
the antis are already predicting failure, but 
the bill will be backed by the bulk of each 
party and ifthe legislature passes it, will be 
carried out effectively. 

The bill provides that the city council shall 
elect three citizens of Clarke county as com- 
missioners to establish “and contro] the 
dispensary. In order to remove the matter 
entirely out of politics, the council will have 
nothing to do with the commissioners after 
electing the first three. When the office of 
one of the board is to be filled each year, the 
new member will be selected by the two hold- 
ing over. 

The commissioners will select some re- 
spont'ible man of good moral character to take 
charge of the dispensary. He will be paid an 
ample salary, and will be put under a bond of 
not less than a thousand dollars for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties. « 

As soon as practicable thes commissioners 
will lay in a stock of liquor, beer and wines, 
and all of this will be analyzed by 2 compe- 
tent chemist, whose analysis shall be placed 
where everybody can see and examine it. 

This insures a pure grade of liquor, which is 
more than can be said for blind tigers or bar- 
rooms, " 

NOT A MONEY-MAKING@FFAIR, 

The dispensary will not be # ;oney-making 
affair. The general senti "seems to be 
against such a course. Just enough profit 
will be laid upon the whiskies and beers as to 
pay expenses, and the bill provides that in no 
instance shall there be more than 50 per cent 
profit levied on the cost of the stock. 

ITS DIFFERENT REGULATIONS. 

The dispensary will be under very stringent 
regulations, and the manager forfeits his bond 
and loses his position if he violates any of 
them. 

The dispensary will be kept open only from 


| sgunup till sundown, and not on public holi- 


days oF election days. This removes the disa- 
greeable element of night drinking and carous- 
ing. There can be nothing drank upon the 
premises, nor can there be any loitering 
around the place. If aman gets anything at 
the dispensary, he will have to take it home 
or somewhere else to drink it. This, it is be- 
lieved, will relieve another objection to bar- 


rooms. 

No liquor can be sold to a drunkard, or a 
man under the influence of liquor. If a man 
abuses his privilege and gets drunk, the dis- 
pensary manager will be more stringent with 
him after that. 

No minor can obtain liquor at the dispen- 
gary, and no student of the university can get 
it unless on a written order of the chancellor. 
And it is safe to say these orders will be “‘like 
angel’s visits, few and far between.’’ Other 
restrictions are also thrown around it that will 
make it avery hard task to abuse the 
privilege. 

It will not require a physician’s certificate 
to get the liquor, and liquor will be sold in 
quantities not lessthan a pint, beer by the 
bottle and wine by the bottle. 

WHAT THE DISPENSARY WILL DO. 

It is urged by the prohibitionists, with a 

at deal of force, that the city of Barnesville 

as tried it, and that it has proved satisfac- 

tory to men of both sides of the question. ‘iIn- 

deed, during the campaign the dss side used a 

great many letters from prominent prohis 

and’ antis of Barnesville, highly commend- 
ing the scheme.

The dispensary can afford to sell a pure 
liquor more cheaply than a blind tiger can sell 
mean liquor, and hencein a state of affairs 
like that ‘“‘Othello’s occupation will be gone.” 

It does away with many of the objectionable 
features of barrooms. It allows no night 
drinking, no drinking on the premises, no 
loitering around the dispensary, sells no whisky 
by the drink, and does away with the credit 
gpystem. The last idea is a good one. If a 
man has the money he can get the whisky, 
and if he hasn’t he can’t run up a big bill. 

These are the main ideas comprised in the 
bill as ne Itis not so much different 
from affairs as they now exist in Athens. 

Now a practicing physician can prescribe it, 
and the drug stores can sell it. 

The dispensary simply takes the sale out of 
the hands of the physicians and drug stores 
and puts it under the control of the city. 

It is believed here that the dispensary will 
work well, and if it does, it will probably solve, 
toa great extent, the sale of liquor and its 
regulation in cities of 10,000 inhabitants and 
over. Our people now await the action of the 
general assembly on the bill, and if it is passed 
the dispensary will be opened ina couple of 
months.

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THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH ADVOCATED. 


Colonel C. P. Goodyear Writes to Governor 
Northen About the Necessity of Estab- 
lishing a State Board of Health. 


Bruyswicx, Ga. July 13.—[{Special.}— 
Brunswick is stirred up over the passage of a 
law making a state board of health, especially 
so since the false rumors in regard to Bruns- 
wick have beencirculated. One of the active 
movers in this line is Colonel C. P. Goodyear, 
of this city, a man who has devoted his life to 
Brunswick’s interests, endearing thereby 
himself to this community as no other man 
has done. Just before the rumors were floated 
a correspondence on the subject passed between 
Colonel Goodyear and Governor Northen which 
explainsitself. Colonel Goodyear’s letter reads: 

Colonel Goodyear’s Letter. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., July 7, 1891.—Governor W. J. 
Northen, Governor State of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Governor: I feel certain that you will par- 
don the trespass upon your time involved in the 
subject matters contained in this letter, in'view of 
the deep interest which I feelin both subject mat- 
ters, and my earnest belief that the 
welfare of the state will be greatly advanced 
by legislative action thereon, and that is its first 
importance. I desire to present briefly my views 
in relation to the incongruous system of law or 
rather want of system in relation to the health of 
the state of Georgia. 

To those who live within the range of possible 
epidemic disease, the disastrous effect of epidemic 
not only in the loss of valuable lives, but in the 
financial loss, is appalling. 

Savannah three times in her history, Brunswick 
once, Bainbridge once, and St. Mary’s once have 
suffered from epidemics of yellow fever which 
are peculiar to the low altitudes of 
this section of the state, as well as 
other forms of epidemic diseases of various char- 
acters, which are liable to exist in all sections of 
the state. 

We have no health board and no health officer 
for the state, and remit to local control this vital 
matter of health, and to the caprice of local 
authorities all matters of quarantine, which 
are frequently imposed upon by lecal authorities 
without sufficient cause upon mere rumors, first, 
and under the influence of exaggerated fear caused 


by such rumors, 

The local quarantines established by 
towns in various sections of Georgia dur- 
ing the yellow fever epidemic at Jacksonville, 
Fla., were utterly useless as a protection, lacked 
uniformity inthe different towns, and I believe 
can be demonstrated to have worked a direct loss 
to the people of the state of Georgia that year of 
not less than one million dollars, 
of which could have been obviated 
by the pa e of a harmonious and 
well-considered heaith law for the state, by which 
this whole matter would have been submitted to 
the health poard and to a competent health officer 
under the direction of such board. 

With such a bealth law, health board and health 
officer, the condition of panic which pre- 
vails upon the first wild rumor floating 
in the state would not exist, confidence would be 
established and a harmonious system of health 
protection and of quarantine during an epidemic 
would reduce the loss financially and otherwise 
from such a disaster to a minimum. 

For illustration, a wild rumor is started that yel- 
low fever exists in Savannah, Brunswick, Darien, 
Bainbridge, or any of the seacoast towns in the 
state, the health authorities or the municipal au- 
thorities of Jesup, or Waycross, or Albany,’ or 
Macon quarantine against such towns, when, in 
fact, the rumor is absolutely without foundation. 
This is nota conjuncture of what might be done 
for it has been done in the past to the great finan- 
cial loss of the people, and without any corre- 
sponding benefits. Such hea!th law ought to con- 
tain a provision punishing severely the authors 
of idle and baseless rumors in relation to epi- 
demic diseases, @nd such law ought to be in 
conformity with the best law which 
has been passed by an adjoining state 

The state of Florida passed alaw subsequent to 
the yellow fever epidemic at Jacksonville at an 
extra session of the legislature, which embraces 
allof the wisest provisionsin the health laws of 
other states,and harmonizes with the national 
health and quarantine, as conducted under 
the supervision of the marine hospital 
service and surgeon general of the United States. 
It has worked admirably in Florida, has abso- 
lutely prevented wild and senseless rumors, has 
restored confidence among the people, and I be- 
lieve will prevent any serious epidemic in Flor- 
ida. I have turned over to Hon. H. T. Dunwody.a 
member of the legislature from this county, the 
whole code of laws upon this subject, and have 
asked him to introduce a bill for that purpose. 

Shortly after the yellow fever epidemic in Jack- 
sonville an effort was made by parties interested 
in health matters to procure the pesaage ot a 
health law of the character described. 

Ata meeting of the medical society at Bruns 
wick one year ago, it was stated in a paper read 
that this health law was defeated solely because 
the homeopathists of Georgia were undertakin 
to procure control of such healt 
system. I submit that the health 
of the people of this state is of far greater im- 
portance than the discussions and dissensions be- 
tween various schools of medicines, and that a 
more vital and important question cannot engage 
the attention of the legislature, not even the ques- 
tion of education, which I consider of vital im- 
portance, than this of the protection of the health 
of the people of Georgia, and I hope that either in 
your message to the legislalure, or in a special 
message, you will feel constrained to call the at- 
tention of the legislature to this  sub- 
a and urge wise and prompt action. 

he second matter which seems to me to be of 
ape importance, is the adoption of a law creat- 

ng an immigration bureau for the state, and I 
think the a hascome when, if Georgia is to 
maintain h pre-eminence as theEmpire State 
of the South,” she must adopt the expedients 
which have proved so beneficial in other states, 
and I hope and trust that you will find it consis- 
tent with your sense of duty to bring this matter 
to the attention of the legislature, and I believe 
that the passage of the two laws 
I have suggested will pay for the 
time expende in their discussion and 
peeves many hundreds of times. Very respect- 
ully yours, C. P. GOODYEAR.

Phillips ran up to his home, which is about 
fifty yards, and told his wife to do the best 
she could for herself, that he was a dead 
man, and fell over and breathed his last. 

The good people of this place feel that a foul 
crime has been committed, and will take 
proper steps to see that Mathews receives im- 
mediate punishment. Mr. Phillips was highly 
respected here and leavesa wife and three 
children and many friends to mourn his Joss.

peddie in said city under license ted under 
any state law is hereby prohibited from entering 
any residence, yard or lot otherwise than at the 
front gate after obtaining rmission to do 80 
from the occupant in control of the premises” 80 
that the said section amended shall read as fol- 
lows, towit: 

Sec. 16. All persons coming into the city for the 
purpose of vending patent medicines, exhibiting 
patent rmghts for sale, or other business not 
enuinerated in this ordinance, shall, before doin 
s0, apply tothe mayor and general council, an 
at their discretion the tax shall be rated accord- 
ing to the article vended and time asked. But no 
license shall be granted to any firm or person to 
erect astand, or sellfrom streets or pavements, 
any patent medicine, novelty orarticie of mer- 
chandise generally sold by itinerant venders, pro- 
vided nothing herein contained shall be 80 con- 
strued as to debar any- bona fide resident of the 
city of Atlanta from peddling on the streets, or 
from selling form stands on the _ streets, 
under license to be granted by the mayor 
and general council on petition; but any 
oye who may licensed to peddle 
xy the mayor and general council, or who 
may peddie in said city under license granted 
under any state law, is hereby prohibited from en- 
tering any residence yard or lot otherwise than at 
the front gate, after obtaining permission to do 
so from the oc upant in control of the premises.

By Alderman Reinhardt—An ordinance to 
autnorize the tax committee to have the stock of 
merchants taking licenses on the basis of a stock 
of $1,000 or less assessed ; to require the clerk of 
council to furnish the tax committee alist of such 
merchants, and to require tax returns to be made 
besore licenses are issued. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council that the clerk of council shall not 
issue licenses at the beginning of the fiscat year to 
merchants, persons, companies or corporations 
who have not returned their merchandise or other 

roperty subject for city taxes; and all such 

icenses, in cases where they are graded according 


to.the,value of stock carried+by sueh werchants, 


persons, companies or corporations, shall be based 
on the tax returns or the assessments hereinafter 
provided for. 

Sec. 2. The clerk of council shall furnish the tax 
committee a list of all merchants, giving names 
and places of business, who return a stock valued 
at $1,000, or less, and take licenses on that basis;

thority in their discretion to require the city tax 
assessors and receivers to inspect and assess the 
vaiue of the stock of any or all of such merchants, 
which assessment, when so directed and made, 
shall be used for the purposes of taxation, and 
also as the basis for the rating of the business 
license to be required of the owner of the stock 
assessed. 

Sec. 3, All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
in conflict with this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed.

Local Bills in the Legislature. 


The Crawford Herald, instead of simply 
grumbling about long legislative sessions, 
points out the cause, and calls for relief, 
The Herald says: 

The sessions of the legislature are too long and 
there will be no way of shortening them without 
lessening the work before the body. 

There is a long list of new local bills before the 
legislature for the present session to act upon and 
to do that and the general legislation required by 
that body will require double the number of days 
ordinarily set out for the whole work to be done 
in. Relief is needed in this line and we hope this 
farmers’ legislature will be on time in relieving 
that body of so much local work. 

“*A long list of new local bills!’ This 
single sentence tells the whole story. It is 
girs of the history of each legislature, and 
it explains why our sessions run over forty 
days in the winter, and require our law- 
_ makers to work two or three months in the 
summer. 

The people ask for this local legislation, 

d urge their representatives to attend to 
it; Such business cannot be transacted in a 

y- Under the ordinary routine of the two 
houses it takes a good many weeks to hear, 
consider and dispose of hundreds of these 
bills. So, the people after all, are responsi- 
ble for long sessions, They cut out the 
work, and expect it to be finished, 

What we need is a constitutional amend- 
ment under which local matters will be taken 
out of the legislature and left entirely to 
superior courts, county commissioners and 
county officials. There is no sense in allow- 
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charter, and every cripple that wants to 
peddle without a license to take up the time 
of the general assembly at a cost of $1,300 a 
day, when the matters involved might just 
as well be disposed of by a county board or a 
superior court. 

Undoubtedly, we need relief in this direc- 
tion. We need it in the interests of economy, 
and in the interests of local self-government. 
It is a part of the policy of genuine home 
rule. Then, such a change would leave the 
legislature free to concentrate its whole at- 
tention upon the public laws or general bills 
before it. Under such a system forty days 
would, asa rule, be ample time, and one 
session in two years would be sufficient. 

If the reform is not practicable in any 
other way, let it take the shape of a consti- 
tutional amendment. ie i 


Banks and the Currency. 

The Boston Herald has had several arti- 
cles urging the reorganization of the bank- 
ing system of the United States, and now a 
writer in The Forum supplements The Her- 
ald’s arguments by proposing the consolida- 
tion of the bankiag institutions in the large 
cities, and the establishment by these con- 
cerns of branches in various parts of the 
country. These suggestions and arguments 
derive their main importance from the fact 
that thoughtful persons, even in the favored 
financial centers, have begun to recognize 
and admit the inadequate character of our 
banking system in its relations to the great 
mass of the people of the country. Such 
recognition, coupled with the strenuous de- 
mands on the part. of the people for financial 
relief, show that a change of some sort is 
sure to be made in the near future. 

The writer in The Forum is of the opinion 
that fifty banking institutions, with their 
branches extending throughout the country 
districts would work well, These 
branches, The Forum writer thinks, 
and The Boston Herald agrees with 
him, would afford far better facilities 
to the country districts than can now be ob- 
tained, for the reason that the branch would 
have the credit and strength of the parent 
institution. In addition to this, as The 
Herald points out, during local financial 
troubles leading to a tight money market or 
a semi-panic in one section of the country, 
the unneeded or unused funds and assets 
of other branches could be promptly made 
available at the point where they were 
needed. The Herald also calls attention to 
the fact that some such system of branch 


.banks is in operation in Great Britain, and 


cites the London and Provincial bank as an 
example—this institution having nearly two 
hundred branch offices in various parts of 
the kingdom. 

The point to be emphasized here is the 
fact that our present system is cumbersome 
and inadequate, and that it is operating un- 
der restrictions and limitations which were 
invented and applied during a period of 
chaos and confusion, and which, however it 
may have fitted that period, bears only a 
bungling and an awkward relation to a sea- 
son of peace, progress and prosperity. A 
change is necessary, and this fact is felt by 
all the people who directly or indirectly have 
dealings with the banks. The whole mat- 
ter is so interwoven with the demands for 
an adequate currency that it is difficult to 
discuss one without branching into the other. 
The banks under our present system draw 
the line closer each year as the demand for 
a more elastic currency makes itself felt. 
Time loans are now the exception rather 
than the rule. Loans are made on call, 
simply because there is not currency enough 
to justify the financial institutions in lend- 
ing on time. Yet it is on time loans thata 
country or a community prospers; it is on 
time loans that business and industrial in- 
vestments are made. Call loans belong to a 
period of doubt, difficulty and suspicion; 
they lead to risky speculations, and are evi- 
dences of instability. 

Just now the country is fighting its way 
through a period of call loans. There is no 
instability and no fear of a panic, for the 
people know that the trouble lies in a lack 
of a sufficient amount of currency to carry 
onthe business of the country, and ina 
banking system that does not fit the needs 
of the people. Under our present barfiing 
laws, and with an inadequate volume of 
currency, the people who want time loans 
are compelled to go outside the banks and 
submit to the gouging process known as 
usury. As a result, the. business of the 
country is carried on with difficulty, and all 
enterprises are handicapped. 

We need not, however, import a British 
banking system which might fail to fit 
American views and ideas. What we need 
are state banks of issue, guarded and re- 
stricted by proper laws. These banks 
would give us a local currency fitted to the 
needs of the people and adequate to the de- 
mands of business—a curregcy which would 
be a happy and healthy supplement to treas- 
ury and national bank notes. This cur- 
rency, while it would be interchangeable in 
the states for gold, silver and treasury notes, 
would not run away. It could not be called 
to far-away financial centers to meet purely 
speculative demands. Last fall it was al- 
most impossible to move the cotton crop on 
account of the urgent demand for money in 
Wall street. The United States treasury 
made daily disgorgements of money, but 
even this was inadequate, for the associated 
banks of New York, known as the clearing 
house, were compelled to supplement their 
funds and bolster up weak concerns by the 
issue Of millions of dollars of certificates, 
The situation then was a warning to the 
whole country, and a repetition of it miht 
plunge the land into a disastrous panic.

strenuous claims of different states, I can but 
think you have decided wisely in favor of the

will guard and honor the remains of one who has 
suffered and sacrificed so much, not only for the 
confederacy, but for the whole country as well.

Mr. Calhoun’s Speech. 

When Colonel Trammell concluded, Mr. 
Calhoun rose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Com- 
mission—I have regretted, as I had hoped, in 

common with every member of this commis- 
sion, the unjust, uncalled for, unusual and 
unwarranted attacks which have been made 
upon a great interest of thisstate. Idid not 
realize, gentlemen, that we had been judged 
before we had bean heard. We had hoped 
that in coming before the railroad commission 
of Georgia, this great interest would be given 
full opportunity, whatever might be the de- 
cision of the commission, to present clearly, 
forcibly and fully to them, and through them 
to the people of this state, the causes that had 
influenced their action. 

“Before going farther, there isa matter of 
the great system which I have the honor to 
represent, that I feel is due personally to the 
traffic manager of that property, every man 
identitied with that system and due to this 
commission and to the people of Georgia. 
THE TERMINAL NOT ALONE RESPONSIBLE. 

“You gentlemen have taken cognizance— 
from the allusion which you have made in the 
opening decision of the chairman—of the 
newspaper talk which has been goingon. I 
see that that has reached the commission, and 
that the chairman of this commission speaks 
of it in his opening remarks. 

“Tt has been insidiously sought to create 
the impression that the Terminal company, 
and the Terminal company alone, was respon- 
sible for this interstate rate. I want to be as 
emphatic as the English language can be 
made when I say that that ‘statement 
is unwarranted. As a matter of fact, 
allthe roads reaching these coal fields had 
this question of interstate rates under consid- 
eration. I hope to be able to show to this 
commission—because we have, in fixing this 
rate, nothing to conceal, and everything to 
gain by an open, fair and impartial discussion 
—that the interstate rate on coal into this city 
was lower than the rates from mines to points 
similarly situated on any other part of this 
continent; and itis fair that this commission 
should consider that, if the rate from the 
mines to Georgia points, to Atlanta, 
had been regulated by the local tariff 
of this commission, it would have been 
sixty-odd cents higher than that fixed 
by the railroads. If these mines had been 
in this state. hauling locally under the regu- 
lations of this commission, the road’s charges 
could have en higher than the charges 
which they have voluntarily made; and when 
this commission, charged with fixing the rates 
of the railroads of this state, have fixed that 
as afair, just and reasonable rate, as it was 
their duty to do, I say, sir, it lies badly in the 
mouth of any man in this state, however great 
a power he may be, to charge extortions upon 
this great interest, 

‘‘Now what are the facts? Thatall the 
roads coming into this state had fixed upon 
this rate, had signed it, and when 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
had ___ signed it, and when the 
Western and Atlantic railroad’s representative 
had signed it, and when they had agreed to it 
at the meeting in Savannah, at which our 
general traftic manager was not even present— 
sir, when they had al! signed that agreement, 
and if there is one thing thata Georgian and 
asouthern man holds dear it is when he 
makes an agreement to stand by it, and, sir, I 
believe that the sentiment will tind an echo not 
only in the heart of every man who hears me, 
but every man in the state of Georgia whom 
this sentence reaches. When they had all 
agreed upon that rate, what was the next 
step? In fairness and in common honesty, 
its maintenance. 

WHERE THE TROUBLE BEGAN. 

“A gentleman in control of a large mine on 

the Georgia Pacific railroad was competing for 

“the sale of his coal in a contract for the Geor- 
gia railroad. Because, so fair had the railroad 
interests considered the coal rate that they 
charged each other on the same coal exactly 
what they charged anybody else. Mr. Sedden 
notifies Mr. Haas, the trailic manager of the 
Georgia Pacific railroad, thata rateis being 
made by combinations of locals from Soddy to 
Atlanta via the Western and Atlantic railroad 
—that by a combination of locals they could 
bring that coal to Atlanta at $1.15. 
Now, in common justice, what was the duty of 
that traffic manager? The duty of every 
traffic manager of every road, be it great or 
sinall,in this country, is to protect the patrons of 
its line—and sir, if we meet with that support 
to which we are entitled, we will protect this 
southern country wherever our lines go, and 
those who are operating it, against all the 
great corporations of every other section of 
this country. 

‘*He says to Mr. Brown, of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, ‘I understand that. your 
locals may, in combination with the Cincin- 
nati Southern, make a rate of $1.15, and we 
call upon you to protect the agreement.’ 
Was that mght? But he meets Mr, Thomas, 
the president of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, and Haas 
says to him—what? ‘Permit me to re- 
duce this rate, to which we have all 

Haas could not allow the 
patrons of his line to be put ata disadvantage 
with the patrons of the other lines. ‘No, let 
us maintain the rates,’ is the reply. 
Mr. Haas goes off that very evening, 
wires again to Mr. Fitzgerald, of the East 
Tennessee road, and back to Mr. Thomas, not 
believing that they were going to maintain the 
$1.25 rate as had been agreed on. He says: 
‘Let’s make the general rate $1.15.’ What 
is the reply? Again ‘no.’ And what does 
the traffic manager of the  West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad say in reply 
to it? And, gentlemen, that sheds a 
flood of light upon all that has been said and 
upon all this excitement that has been created. 
A voluntary dispatch, when someone had 
informed the traffic manager of the Western 
and Atlantic of the conversation between Mr. 
Haas and Mr. ‘'bomas, was sent by him to 
catch Mr. Haas on the road. I state it in sub- 
stance: 

MR. BROWN TO MR. HAAS. 

‘‘Some gentiemen has informed me of yourcon- 
versation with Mr. Thomas. I propose to main- 
tain our full local rate, especially as it is higher 
than wculd be our proportion of the through rate, 
and you must find some better excuse for cutting 
tne rates, and if you do cut you will have an op- 
portunity of getting tired.”’ 

Mr. Calhoun continued : 

‘The effort has been made to make it appear 
that these locals on the Cincinnati Southern 
were forced up by the _ traffic 
ager of the Terminal company. 
matter of fact, Mr. Haas applied to Mr. Fitz- 
gerald for a common rate of $1.15, not because 
he did not regard $1.25 as fair and just and 
reasonable, but because he thought that ad- 
vantage was going to be taken of the patrons 
of his line. Yet, sir, ithas gone forth to the 
public as if the Terminal alone 
were responsible for that transaction, 
and it has been sought studiously 
to make the people of this state believe 
that our tratlic manager not only had 
sought to raise that rate, but had sought to 
dodge the question when it was put to him. 
WANTS THE CORRESPONDENCE MADE PUBLIC. 

“As a further act of common justice to him, 
be it said that when this correspondence was 
being talked-about, that he wired to the only 
man he — he ought to wire to, not to a 
newspaper, but to Mr. Thomas himseff, to 
publish the whele correspondence if he wanted 
to. Now, I am not given to repeating the con- 
tents of private correspondence, and, there- 
fore, before I would alludeto it yesterday, 
I wired Mr. Thomas, telling him 
of the unwarranted effort to put the 
Terminal company and Mr. Haas in a false 
position, rendered it necessary that it be given 


to the public, and thatI propose to produce 


it before this commission.

I was greatly surprised that 
this commission had rendered its decision 
before we had been heard.’’ 

“It is not a decision,” said Colonel Tram- 
mell. “Itis an expression of our opinion, 
calling your attention to the interstate rates.” 

“T am glad to hear thatinterpretation of it,”’ 
said Mr. Calhoun. 

‘Tt requires no interpretation ; it is sc stated 
in the body of it,’”’ said the chairman. 

‘“f[ was under the impression,” said 
Mr. Calhoun, “that we were noti- 
fied that we were given until 
3 o’clock to consider whether we would reduce 
ourthrough rates, andif we did not reduce 
them, this whole fabric of local rates would 
undergo a change.”’ 

“That is the position of the commission,”’ 
said Colonel Trammell. 

“T so understand it,’’ said Mr. Calhoun. 
‘‘Whatever that may be called, it is a decision 
in advance, that the interstate rate is not fair 
and reasonable.”’

“Then I am glad the commission has not 
decided that our interstate rates were not 
fair.”’ Hethen proceeded to argue at some 
length their fairness, citing rates in Pennsy!- 
vania, where for 175 miles, about the same 
distance as Atlanta from Birmingham, $1.61 
per ton was charged on east-bound and $1.70 
on west-bound coal. Mr. Calhoun made a 
strong comparison between the $1.25 rate and 
that charged by roads in other sections of the 
country to cities equally distant from the 
mines as Atlanta. is comparison showing 
that the rate charged Atlanta was less than 
that charged by any other road to points sim- 
ilarly situated. 

He said the cost of hauling freight on the 
Georgia Pacific was 1.35 cents a ton mile, and 
the coal rates only 6 mills, so there was @ 
heavy loss. 

He also declared that but for the help it got 
from the Terminal system, the Georgia Pacific 
road, though only paying fixed charges on 
only $19,000 of bonds per mile, would long ago 
have been in the hands of a receiver, and no 
power on earth could have prevented. 

Mr. Brown’s Statement. 

When Mr. Calhoun had finished, Mr. 
Joseph M. Brown came forward, saying that 
inasmuch as his name had been mentioned, 
he would make a statement. 

He began by referring to the conference at 
Savannah, the latter part of May, when the 
ccal rates were made. He went to his room 
about 11 o’clock and found Mr. Dickey absent. 
Learning that Mr. Dickey was at the banquet 
hall with a subcommittee on coal rates, he went 
down there. They were all through except 
that Johnny Connor wanted a lower rate for 
the Whiteside mines than the Soddy had, 
and Mr. Brown told the committee that as 
Whitesides and Soddy were about the same 
distance, the rates should be the same” 
He gave the same advice in the case 
of Bon-Air and Glen Mary, which were both 
about one hundred and fifty miles from 
Chattanooga. Hedid not know at the time 
whether the rates they were making were 
based on an advance or a reduction. A few 
days afterward Mr. Dickey came to him and 
said: ‘‘What are we going to do about our 
local rate of $1.15?’’ Mr. Brown’s reply was: 

“This would be a/fine time to raise our local 
rate that has been in force six years. Do you 
suppose we could justify ourselves, before this 
alliance legislature, in raising a 
local rate which has been i 
effect for six years. The 
say to us, ‘If you could afford to 
coal for 85 cents from Boyce to Atlanta in 
1885, 1886, 1887 and 1890, you can afford to 
haul it for the same in 1891.’ ”’ 

Mr. Brown met Mr. me the Kimball 
house and had a friendly, ial talk with 
him. The only point there necessary to men- 
tion was that Mr. Haas mentioned the eighty- 
five-cent local rate. When Mr. Brown 
went back to the offiee Mr. Dickey informed 
him that Mr. Haas had _ telegraphed 
that the Western and Atlantic must maintain 
the $1.25 rate. Then he had made the reply, 
referring to the alliance legislature. He sent 
a tariff to Mr. Haasso he might know what 
the local rate was. He informed him that 
85 cents had been -the rate for some 
time, and was not putdown temporarily. The 
next morning Mr. Dickey told him of the talk 
Mr. Haas had bad with Mr. Thomas about 
coal rates, and said that Mr. Haas got after Mr. 
Thomas, and told him the Western and At- 
jJantic had been cutting rates. Mr. Brown said 
the rate had been quoted by the Cincinnati 
Southern on the Georgia railroad contract. He 
quoted his remark to Mr. Dickey. 

‘‘There is no caH on us to be concerned 
about it. Is not the Cincinnati Southern a 
party to the coal hauling? And are we 
going to be called on to advance our local rate 
to let them make their rate anything they 
want it?’’ 

Mr. Dickey said: ‘I expect Mr. Thomas is 
pretty badly stirred up over it; he seemed to 
have had some words with Mr. Haas, and I 
expect Haas has threatened him with making 
a general reduction all along the line and a 
tearing of the whole fabric down.” Said I, “I 
don’t see any reason for tearing the whole 
fabric down. We don’t propose to raise 
our local rate. I don’t see, if the whole 
thing hinges on that, that we would maintain 
it. I have understood that the Cincinnati

Mr. Calhoun thanked Mr. Brown for his 
frank statement and the commission for the 
courteous hearing it ha@given them. 

Chairman Trammell then announced the 
commission adjourned till 3 o'clock. 


The Afternoon Session. 


The commission convened again promptly at 
3 o’clock. 

The chairman opened by stating that he had 
during the morning session been abrupt to Mr. 
Calhoun. If this was true he wished to say 
that it was entirely unintentional; that his 
sense of propriety would not allow him to do 
so Officially. He knew Mr. Calhoun to be a 
gentleman; there was not the slightest feel- 
ing, andif there was any abruptness it was 
entirely unintentional. 

Mr. Calhoug stated that he knew nothing 
was intended, and had not considered it at all. 
After a few words on this line, he came to the 
business before them. 

“‘We wish, Mr. Chairman,” he said, ‘“‘to 
give in some evidence showing to the commis- 
sion the fairness of the rate.”” He said he 
wanted Mr. Haas to give some of the reasons 
forthe rate, and to give some comparisons 
with other roads. 

“The commission has nothing to do with 
that,’’ announced the chairman. “We are to 
judge whether your charges are too much.”’ 

**We merely wish to fully post the commis- 
sion,’’ answered Mr. Calhoun, “so the body 
can fully understand the matter and come to a 
just conclusion.” 

The chairman assented, and Mr. Haas took 
@ seat at the table, with a bundle of papers in 
his hand. 

Mr. Haas Gives Figures. 

“TI wish,”’ he said, in subgtance, ‘‘to give the 
reasons that led to the railroads coming to- 
— and raising the rate to whatit is now. 

t was generally concluded by all of the coal- 
carrying roads that the rates on coal was in no 
case remunerative. Coal was being trans- 
ported at a loss, and, after discussion, a meet- 
ing was held in November, I believe, to come 
to some conclusion in the matter that would 
be just to the people and the railroads alike. 

“It was a question of interest and importance 
to all the roads,. and most of them 
were represented at their first meet- 
ing. Several meetings were held, finally 
resulting in the adoption of the advance rate. 

‘*This rate adopted is lower than any I know 
of. Toshow youclearly I will give you the 
price of steam coal in Atlanta and other cities, 
taking those that use a great deal and are near 
the mines. 

“Coal, steam coal, can be bought for $1.15 
at the nfines. Add tothis the $1.25 rate and 
you have coal delivered in Atlanta for $2.40. 
Lynchburg gets coal mined for 17 cents 
cheaper than Atlanta, yet it costs $2.37 de- 
livered there. It costs Baltimore $2.65; 
Richmond, $2.54; Philadelphia, $2,75; New 
York, $3.30. 

**Thus you see Atlanta gets coal cheaper than 


any of them, except Lynchburg, and that 


place only gets it 3 cents cheaper when it is 
mined 17 cents cheaper than that Atlanta 
gets.’ 

Mr. Haas elaborated a few points here, and 
then passed to comparison of the rate with 
that of other roads. 

“IT will only select,”” he continued, “a few 
jroads that are known as carrying the most 
coal, and therefore should have the cheapest 
rates. The Baltimore and Ohio has three 

laces ta draw from, the Cumberland, 
‘Piedmont and Newberry region The average 
of these distances gives 231 milesjthe coal is 
carried. The rate is $1.78 for 2,000 pounds, 
that is .00866 per ton per mile. 

“Going east the rate of the Pennsylvania 
road is $1.53; going west, $1.70. The rate of 
the Reading road is $1.61. Calculating the 
distance of the mines from Atlanta, you will 
find your rate very much Jower than these bi 
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earning of the roads in ghe 
union. Tke Pennsylvania road earns 
freight train mile, $2.35. The Georgia Pacific 
earned last year per mile, $1.05. The average 
earning per ton mile is $.009. We, with the 
dollar and twenty-five-cent rate, will earn 
only $.006. 

“Last year 11,000 tons of steam and domestic 
coal were brought to Atlanta outside of that 
used by the railroads. Who then is most 
affected? Not the local dealers, nor the 
manufactories. The Georgia Pacific’s average 
loss for three years is $300,000. Why then is 
there so much fuss over the 11.000 tons when 
the Georgia Pacific is affected hundreds of 
thousands of tons?’’ 

Mr. Haas was asked several questions by 
Mr. Calhoun. He stated that from investiga- 
tion and comparative statements no city en- 
joyed better rates than Atlanta; also that the 
Georgia Pacific road had made low rates for 
the benefit of the manufacturing enterprises, 
—— they lost money by the transporta- 
tion. 


Mr. Wilson Takes a Hand. 

When Mr. Haas concluded, Mr. J. C. Wil- 
son, of the Wilson Coal and Lumber Com- 
pany, made a statement. He stated the im- 
pression seemed to be that $1.25 was the on! 
rate. He wanted to say that he was charg 
$1.40 from the mine he got most of his coal, 
and $1.50 from Jellico. He was charged $1.65 
on steam coal, whereas this was the 
rate for domestic coal. He Was 
a wholesale dealer, and supplied many man- 
ufacturers over the state by keeping a num- 
ber of carloads on hand. Now he could not 
keep cars here, as he would be charged the 
domestic rate. By the old system of building 
cars, one car could carry but ten or twelvo 
tons, now a car easily bears twenty-five to 
thirty tons. The big, improved engines 
pull twenty such thus trans- 
porting at a time 600 tons. He 
did not see how the roads could lose at this, 
and had been told by a prominent railroad 
man that they made money ata rate of 75 
cents. The effect of the increased rate was 
that many mines had to lower their price. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of the E. T., V. & G. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, traffic manager of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, was next to 
talk, and stated that he wanted to give a little 
history of the advance. , 

The responsibility of the advance was the 
necessity of the railroads to make a revenue. 
For years the coal rate had been thoroughly 
unsettled—really no rates at all. No line 
knew what the other was charging, and no 
mine knew what rate the others were gettin 
—a condition violently opposed to the law o 
Georgia’s commission and the interstate com- 
merce. In thishis road suffered most, and 
had the rate down to less than $.003 per ton 
per mile. 

In this condition there was a discrimination 
in rates between mines and dealers. This com- 

lied the roads, in justice, to fix a basis, and 

ed tothe meeting in November. The ad- 

vanced rate was decided upon in January, and 
was to have gone into effectin Feb , but, 
by a mistake, did not until March. In ad- 
justing the rate it had to be fixed from the 
initial point. 

As to the rate, it pays the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia road a fraction over half 
@ cent per ton per mile. 

Mr. Fitzgerald then spoke of the difference in 
rates between his road and others, mentioning 
some of the leading coal-carrying roads. He 
spoke of how little the road was paying, es 
cially near Macon. It was the best policy for 
the road to build up manufactures along the 
road, and to assist in this the low- 
est possible rate was made, thereby 
losing money for the road in the transporta- 
tion of the coal itself. Domestic coal 
was much more vaiuable, and there was no re- 
turn to the road ftom it in the shape of manu- 
factured articles. 

Mr. J. M. Brown, of the Western and At- 
lantic, spoke of the low local rate his road had 
made to stimulate manufacturing. This rate 
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lowered. 

Mr. Carter said that the rate from Ceal 
Creek to Atlanta was $1.40 per ton, where the 
commission allowed, if their rate could be car- 
ried out of the state, $2.60. He compared the 
rates from the other mines with what the 
coinnission rate would be if interstate, and 
showed the rates now used b; the railzoads to 
be inuch less. 

General Alexandor. 

Genera! Alexander was the !ast to talk. Hs 
said he wished in tho first place to pléad entire 
ignorance and want of preparation to meet the 
statement of the commission that >ates aro 
hereafter to be made, not on the basis of what 
is fair and just and reasonabio, but on 
whether or not the roads were making money. 
If this was their idea ke thought the 
best way was to do like Connecticut had done 
and limit the dividends declared. The Central 
road had 450 miles of iron rails, much of this 
being only twenty-five to thirty pounds to the 
yard and laid on stringers. They had poor 
depots in many placos. Ho spoke of how the 
road needed attention and building up and 
there was no Jaw for the commissien to deny 
them. He said the road fell short 
of paying the 8 por cent dividend declared 
last year by $168,000, nade up by drawing upon 
a surplus of ten years’ standing. He thoughs 
the commission was applying tho wrong rule, 
7 had no right to go behind the law. 

6 stated Atlanta had the lowest rates on 
coal of any cityin the world. The roads had 
lost money on pigiron and coal, but had 
built up enterprises along the lines.

Chartering a Railroad. 
The present legislature is a lively one, when 


railroads are at issue. 

Yesterday the button was touched when Mr. 
Seay, of Floyd, moved that the bill incorpo- 
rating the Southern Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany be put upon its passage. 

The first opposition was in a motion to table 
it by Mr. Tatum, of Dade. He claimed that 
there was already a charterin existence for 
practically the same road, and said this 
charter was applied for for the purpose of de- 
feating it. e said he was opposed to the 
legislature wasting valuable time in granting 
railroad charters when there were so few of 
them built. 

The ayes and nays were called on the motion 
to table and it was lost. 

Mr. Hartridge, chairman of the committee 
on railroads, took a hand in favor of the bill 
which had been reported favorably. 

A lengthy, spirited discussion followed. 

Captain Seay explained the charter. He 
claimed positively thatit did not go through 
but one county entered by the Fort Payne and 
Eastern railway, to which Mr. Tatum re- 
ferred. 

The road, which is torun from a point on 
the East and West road, near Rome, from 
there to Augusta via Atlanta, Captain Seay 
said would be built at once, and he was will- 
ing toput a time limit in the charter, if 
necessary. 

He said the charter was not wanted to sell 
out a monopoly, but that it was to be built in 
opposition to the Richmond Terminal. 

The bill finally passed by a vote of 111 to 22. 

A Pair of Messages from the Governor. 

Governor Northen transmitted two messages 
to the house. 

The first message announced the reception 
and acceptance of the resignation of Judge 
Alien Fort, of the Southwestern circuit, and 
notified the house that the election of a suc- 
cessor was in order. Which messagecalled up 
a resolution providing that the legislature go 
into joint session at noon, the senate concurr- 
ing, for the election of a judge for the South- 
western circuit. 

The other message wasin relation to the 
work of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
commission, highly complimenting Hon. Clif- 
ford Anderson, the state’s leading counsel, 
and recommending an appropriation for the 
payment of the expenses of the commission. 

Governor Northen also notified the house of 
the feeble condition of Attorney General 
Lester’s health, which rendered him unable to 
perform the duties of his office. 

Following the reading of the governor’s 
messagé, Mr. Fieming, of Richmond, intro- 
duced a bill to pay the expenses of the West- 
ern and Atlanticinvestigation.

SOME HOUSE BILLS, 

The following house bills were read the first 
time: Directing clerks of superior courts to 
strike divorce cases from the docket if the 
court costs be not deposited within ten days 
after the griginal papers are filed—to the gen- 
eral judiciary ; to amend the railroad commis- 
sion act so as to grant authority to the railroad 
commissioners to regulate the location and 
building of passenger depots—to the commit- 
tee on railroads. 

House bill 205, to iffeorporate all school- 
houses and churchesin this state outside of 
incorporated cities, towns’ and villages, the 
effect of which will be to prohibit the sale of 
liquor within three miles of such schoolhouses 
and churches, was made the special order 
for today at 11 o’clock and 100 copies of the 
bill were ordered printed. 

House resolution that the senate and house 
committees on apportionment meet as a joint 
committee at the call of the chairman of each 
committee was concurred in. 

INVITATIONS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

Senator Terrell obtained leave to have read 
a letter from Hon. J. S. James, general mana- 
ger, inviting the senate and ‘its officers to 
attend the opening of the Piedmont Chautau- 
qua at Salt Springs tomorrow (Wednesday), 
transportation to be furnished. -Mr. Terrell 
explained that no business of the senate would 
be interfered with and, upon bis motion, the 
invitation was accepted. 

Senator Ellington had read a notice that 
Hon. Thomas E, Watson, upon invitation of a 
larze number of friends, will deliver an 
address at 8 o’clock tomorrow (Wednesday) 
ne in the hall of the house of representa- 
tives. 

The senate at 12 o’clock joined the house in 
electing a suceessor to Judge Allen Fort, of 
the Southwestern circuit, and thereafter im- 
mediately adjourned. 

As to Juries. 

The senate general judiciary Committee re- 
ported favorably a bill to require sheriffs to 
summon eighteen instead of twelve jurors for 
county courts, and ,alsoa bill to place the 
names of all grand and traverse jurors (after 
the next revision) into one box, all to be liable 
to serve as traverse jurors, but no grand juror 
toserve as both grand and traverse juror at 
the same term. es 

The committee reported adversely a bill to 
allow administrators to continue, with the 
consent of the ordinary, the business of their 
intestate until the estate is closed. Several 
other bills were discussed and laid over. 


ABOUT CAPITOL HALLS. 


“It may do, perhaps, in north Georgia and some 
other points of the state, to unite state and county 
elections,”’ said Senator Cabaniss yesterday, ‘‘but 
I think it bad policy to have them on the same 
day in middle and southern Georgia, and as there 
must be the same day all over the state, the law 
will probably stay as itis. In state and federal 
elections the issues are political; in county elec- 
tions they are mostly, if not wholly personal, in 
nine out of ten counties. In my judgment, the 
bringing together on the same day of such differ- 
ent elections in every respect would provoke dis- 
cord and division in the democratic party. Harm- 
less enough in county matters, but serious if it 
went further.” 


“If a mortgage or other contract is tainted with 
usury,” said Senator Hodges, “the instrament is 
legal, barring the usury. Not so with a deed; you 
cannot detach the usury fromit, asthe supreme 
court has decided that the deed is not voidable, but 
void, All I desire to do by my bill is to put deeds 
on the same legal standing, in this particular, as 
mortgages, and so save the good in them. I 
especially want to preserve the rights of ,innocent 
parties who have no knowledge of any taint in the 
transaction which resulted in the transfer by 
deed.”’ : 

“This is my first, and I expect it will be my last, 
appearance as a legislator,’’ said Senator Harlan. 
‘There is too much sitting down tosuit me. Being 
a farmer, I am accustomed to an active life, and no 
change gcould be, it seems to me, more decided. 
It is just the difference between sitting down in 
the house and going about out of doors. I do not 
know that this is why there are no more farmers 
in high offices, but it ought to be at least one of 
the reasons.”’ 

“T know of no man 4n the state,”’ said Secretary 
Harris, “who is more entitled to credit for his ad- 
vancement than Judge William H. Fish. A 
young man when his father was assassinated, the 
main support of the family fell upon his shouJders, 
and everything that came to his hand to do, he 
did and did well. He has been an able county 
judge for over fourteen years, and he goes to the 
superior bench by the unanimous vote of the 
legislature. Such an endorsement is a compliment 
to any man and it has been given to one in every 
way deserving of it. He will makean admirable 
successor to Crisp and Fort,” 

“I wouldn’t mind it if tales jurors were entirely 
done away with,” said a well-known senator yes- 
terday. ‘‘Not long since I tried a case in acounty 
near my own and had a hung jurv. After 
they had been out about twenty-four hours, the 
sheriff said if he’d known it was my 
case that was up, he’d have gotten me 
a better jury. In this iustance, you see, the sys- 
tem didn’t help me any, though the sheriff was 
willing, but it set me to thinking how often I 
might have tried cases beforejtales jurors with a 
willing she1iff opposed to me.” 


“I will vote against any bill changing the sena- 
torial districts,” said Senator Ellington, “and 
especially against one giving the large counties a 
eenator each. If we start such a policy in twenty- 
five years the cities will control the entire legis- 
lature. City people legislate for the future; they 
look a long way ahead; we country people ly 
make laws for right now. I am opposed to any 
scheme that changes the present method of repre- 
sentation in the state senate.” : 


“Iam perfectly willing,” said Senator Todd, 
“that in the arrangement of senatorial districts, 
which the legislature may make after each United 
States census, Fulton county shall be made into 
one senatorial district. I do not think the giving 
of a senator to eachof the very few counties in 
which the large cities are situated will lessen to 
any appreciable extent the influence of the 
smaller counties upon legislation. Whenever 
Fulton county, under the law now, wants a sena- 
tor she can have it,and anew law would only 
give her a senator which slie can take anyhow, as 
she has nearly three times the population of Clay- 
ton and Cobb put together.” 


“The Georgia senatorial districts,” said Senator 
Tatum, ‘are analagous to the states in their rela- 
tions to the United States senate. Itis true each 
district in Georgia sends a state senator without 
regard to population, but so do states elect two 
United States senators. The discrepancy between 
any two districts in this state is nothing like that 
of Nevada with a little over forty thousand 
people, and New York with nearly six million 
Our districts are made on the federative principle, 
and I think they ought to remain so.”’ 


“Though I live in a small county,” said Senator 
Williams, “lam not opposed to the very large 


| counties having each a senator. I recognize the 


fact that in my district Chatham can have the

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 13—The opening of the new 
week brought no change tothe stock market from its 
late condition of dullness and stagnation in business, 
but there was still a firm tone and the slight advan- 
tage gained last week was stubbornly held, and in 
some cases improved. Stubborn strength shown by 
all of the Grangers in the face of the bearish attacks by 
the traders gave tone to the entire market, though in 
few other shares were dealings of any importance 
whatever. The general apathy of operators was shown 
most clearly by the transactions of the day,their move- 
ments being entirely of professional making and 
spasmodic in their character, while confined to very 
few stocks and limited in their effects. The opening 
was steady. Trading was enlivened during the first 
hour by the covering of shorts in St. Paul, Burlington 
and Atchison. Realizing on the advance set in toward 
noon and everything reacted, the downward move- 
ment being helped by rumors of further gold ship- 
ments, which evidently had their origin in bear 
sources, but prices of the forenoon were not main- 
tained, and early gains were in most cases neutralized 
St. Paul and Louisville were most prominent in the 
afternoon drive, but the only stock which showed any 
real weakness during the day was Sugar, which late 
in the day fell off rapidly with some animation. The 
market finally closed very dull and steady at 
insignificant changes for the day. The demand for 
railroad bonds was rather more urgent and trading 
reached $705,000.

NEW YORK, July 13.—The market opened steady 
and advanced a fraction under the stimulus of London 
buying, but at half-past 10 o’clock one of the news 
agencies brought out a report that a leading banking 
house is going to ship a half milliongold. This was 
improved upon by the bearish room traders to attack 
the market, and prices yielded “@Xeallaround. It 
took a quarter of an hour to contradict this; the bank- 
ing house in question saying that unless exchange 
rates stiffened they could not ship any gold this week. 
The market did not recover its lost ground after this 
report was contradicted and improved but slightly as 
it opened the eyes of many people to the fact that it is 
possible that the gold shipments are not altogether 
over yet. There was quite a little short stock put out 
again today, and the buying, it is said, was far 
better than selling. Trading was very dull and traders 
are awaiting the result of a meeting of the advisory 
board before they engage in new ventures. Among 
many subjects to be considered tomorrow are, first, 
the total abolition, if possible, of all these unnecessary 
railroad agencies. Second, and the most important 
question is the Alton boycott, and it is believed this 
will be entirely done away with. There are several 
minor details to come up which, hpwever, for lack of 
time may not come up. The market closes about 
steady, and the changes for the day have been slight 
and unimportant.

There was 
no apparent reason for this failure to respond to the 
improvement abroad, and it is generally attributed to 
the effects of a bear clique who are becoming more 
conspicuous in their efforts to shake out long cotton 
by preventing any development here of the more hope- 
ful feeling which obviously exists in Liverpool. As‘the 
day advanced it became evident that there was no pres- 
sure of cotton in any quarter, and the early decline

prices. A number of letters reaching us this morning 
confirm other reports that the crop in the Atlantic 
states is still considerably below last year in condition, 
while a telegram from Dallas, Texas, says that the 
crop is not suffering yet, but will unless it rains soon, 
This is confirmed by other advices from Texas, where

CHICAGO, July 13.—The dullness in everything 
dealtin on the board of trade, apparent on Satur- 
day, continued today. Wheat opened dull, weak and 
lower, and there was not life enough in it to fluctuate 
with any vim in either direction. The feeling was un- 
doubtedly bearish, however, and but for purchases to 
cover shorts it would doubtless have gone lower. The 
market held within a range of 88@88%c till within 10 
minutes of the close, when it fell to 87%c and closed 
there. 

Like wheat, corn started dull, weak and lower. Of- 
fers were liberal enough, but the demand was meager. 
It declined for a time, then, on indications of colder 
weather, free covering by shorts, a sharp demand 
for cash corn and smaller estimated receipts for to- 
morrow there was a sharp advance, but all of it was 
not held till the close. September opened at 50K c, sold 
to 50%c, advanced to 51% c and closed at 51'xc, 

Oats were dull and steady with fluctuations confined 
within a range of %o for September. 

Provisions were strong, and later, in sympathy with 
corn, September pork closed the same as Saturday, 
lard 2':c lower and ribs 5c higher.

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AMONG THOSE DECIDED BY THES 
PREME COURT YESTERDAY. 


The Act Extending the Charter of the Old 
Western and Atiantié'Company Un- 
constitutional—The Gresham Case. 

The supreme court on yesterday rendered 
decisions in fifty-three cases. 

In two cases acts of the legislature were de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

The first of these cases involved the validity 
of an act passed at the last session, extending 
the corporate existence of the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad Company for the purpose of 
terminating suits and litigation against the 
company at the time of the expiration of its 
charter, and forbidding that its existence 
should be. construed as extended for any other 
purpose, 

The supreme court held the act invalid, 
and granted the motion of counsel for the 
railroad company to diSmiss the case. 

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC CASE. 

The syllabus of the decision is as follows:

to doall acts necesaary for the legitimate execution 
of this purpose, the jegislature cannot hinder the 
charter of a business corporation from expiring 
and the corporation from being dissolved, by en-. 
acting a special law declaring that the charter be 
continued in force for the purpose of terminating 
suits and litigation pending against the corpora- 
tion at the time of the expiration of its charter, 
and forbidding that the corporate existence 
should be construed as extended for any other 
urpose. A legal entity with no right or power 
but that of defending itself against pending 
action, is not a living corporation. 

2. By an existing general law (Code, §1684), 
every corporation is dissolved by the expiration 
of its charter. Asthe constitution declares that 
laws general in their nature shall have uniform 
operation throughout the state, the Western & 
Atlantic Railroad Company was dissolved when 
its charter expired. 

3. Existing general laws provide for enforcing 
the rights of creditors against corporations, both 
before and after dissolution; and the constitu- 
tion inhibits the enactmem of any special law in 
a case provided for by an existing general law. 

4..A writ of error pending in the Supreme 
Court against a corporation when its charter ex- 
pires will be dismissed on motion.
